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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Board of Education, Winchester, N. H. 


I respectfully submit my sixth annual report as superin- 
tendent of schools. 


Although the report is addressed to the board of educa- 


tion it is the only means that the superintendent has of bring- 
ing to the notice of a large proportion of the townspeople many 
school matters that may well be deserving of consideration. 
The report further serves to preserve in permanent form sta- 
tistics and records that may be of future value. 

For the year 1916-17 there were 60 pupils enrolled in the 
high school, 246 enrolled in all the village schools, 125 in the 
Ashuelot schools and 67 in the seven rural schools, 4388 in 
the entire public school system. 210 of these were boys and 
228 were girls. The average membership was 383 and the aver- 
age daily attendance was 364, making the percentage of atten- 
dance 95, This is a creditable showing and compares favorably 
with the state average of 92.5. 

These children received a year’s schooling at a total ex- 
penditure of $12,509.80. On the basis of the average member- 
ship the cost per pupil was $35.30. The average cost per pupil 
for the entire state for the year 1915-16 (no returns for 1916- 
17) was $37.84. |Winchester’s per capita cost for schooling 
is therefore $2.54 below the state per capita cost. 

The valuation of the town of Winchester (1916) is $2,025,- 
958. This gives an expenditure on $100 of 62 cents. This is a 
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little less than one third of $1.95, the entire tax rate for the 
year. 

The state average of expenditure per pupil for books and 
scholars’ supplies is $2.11. This sum multiplied by 383 the 
average membership of Winchester schools gives $808.13. For 
six years Winchester’s expenditure under this head has been 
much less than that amount, in some years less than one half 
the amount. Last year $650 was raised under the head of 
books and supplies. But as that account is made to include 
janitors’ supplies and school apparatus such as maps, type- 
writers, books of reference, etc., the actual amount spent for 
pupils’ supplies alone was considerably less. I recommend that 
the sum of $800 be raised for books and scholars’ supplies and 
that expenses for the other classes of supplies be charged to 
another account. : | 

The present seareity of teachers, the unwillingness of 
teachers to accept rural schools, the increased cost of board 
and the dearth of local candidates lead me to recommend that 
one or two of the rural schools be closed, the children conveyed 
to the village schools and the weekly wages in the other rural 
schools be increased one dollar, making the wage of the nor- 
~mal trained and the certificated teacher, for whom the town 
receives from the state $2 a week, in each of the rural schools 
$12 per week. 

For a year and a half our pupils have received musical in- 
struction. Music doubtless is for life’s enjoyment. Enjoyment 
then should be the aim of school music.. This enjoyment how- 
ever should be of the best music, and it comes only from train- 
ing in taste and judgment. 

The musical activity of the school is conducted along two 
complementary lines: first, singing which develops knowledge 
and skill; second, listening, which cultivates taste and judg- 
ment. 
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The singing activity consists of the memorizing of songs, 
the development of skill in singing them with good voice, ex- 
pression and articulation and the learning to read music. 

Training in listening has been given by the use of the 
Victrola. The instrument was borrowed from Stephen Bolasky 
and the records were loaned by the Keene normal school. 

The work is progressing well*under the direction of Miss 
Johnson who reports that the children put enthusiasm and ear- 
nestness into their music work, and expresses appreciation of 
the willing cooperation of the teachers. 


No one will deny that good health of the school child is of 
more importance than efficient instruction. The laws of New 
Hampshire require instruction in physiology and hygiene in 
the public schools. It is a school subject of prime importance. 

The Winchester schools are living up to the requirements 
of this law. In the first three years teachers try to inculcate 
habits of personal cleanliness and right living. Personal 
hygiene is studied in the fourth erade, the fifth gerade takes up 
community hygiene and the work of the sixth grade deals with 
household hygiene. This instruction however falls short of sat- 
isfying the whole needs of the situation. To quote the words: 
of the ex-state superintendent, Mr. Morrison: ‘‘It (medical 
inspection) is essential for’two principal reasons. 

‘‘In the first place epidemics are prone to start among the 
children of a community which can most easily be identified 
in their initial stages in the schools and controlled through the 
schools. Secondly, a large percentage of backwardness in pu- 
pils is due to remediable physical conditions which are identi- 
fiable only by expert medical diagnosis; and likewise a very 
considerable amount of remediable physical defect is identi- 
fiable through medieal inspection, which unless corrected will 
always be an handicap to the social efficiency of the pupil and a 
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drawback to his individual happiness.’’ In 1913 the General 
Court enacted a permissive medical inspection law. 

Outside of the large cities there are eighteen towns in 
N. H, having medical inspection. The cost varies from $10 to 
$300 and averages nearly $100.

There were an unusually large number of changes in the 
teaching force during the summer vacation. 

Miss Reid decided to take up other work and so was not a 
candidate for reelection. Miss Peck was needed at home, so 
she declined a reelection. To fill these vacancies Miss Hazel P. 
George and Miss Ruth Acherman were engaged. Both are 
graduates (1917) of the Keene normal school. 
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Miss Willard, Miss Parsons, Miss Smith, Miss Bolton, anu 
Mrs. Matthews, all teachers of our rural schools, declined a 
reelection. To fill the vacancies in these schools Miss Emma 
Fisher, Miss Zoe EH. Stebbins, Miss Nettie Packard, Miss Marion 
EK. Firmin and Miss Clara E. Campbell were appointed. 

In October Miss Fisher was obliged to ask for a leave of 
absence and Mrs. Grace Carlin of Swanzey was secured as a 
substitute. As Miss Fisher was unable to return to her school 
after the Thanksgiving recess, Miss Laura HE. Knight, a student 
at the Keene normal school was engaged to fill the vacancy. 

Ten of the present teachers are normal graduates, two 
others have had some normal training, the rest are high school 
eraduates who have had extended and successful experience. 

In several practical ways the school children are doing pa- 
triotic work. In cooperation with the State Food Administra- 
tion we distributed Hoover cards to the children to take home. 
Of the 169 parents receiving cards 132 responded by signing, 
them. 

In December Red Cross stamps were distributed to the 
pupils to sell. The proceeds of the sale were to be used by the 
society in their campaign against tuberculosis. 2,040 stamps 
were sold by the children. ‘ 

In January an initial campaign in selling thrift stamps to 
the school children was inaugurated. After the week’s cam- 
paign fifty pupils were reported to have purchased stamps to 
the amount of more than fifty dollars.
